“City Hall is working closely with 
Norfolk Southern to install ‘crash 
beams’ on the north and south sides 
of the Carroll Street crossing,” said 
Long on Monday. “What was be- 
lieved to be a simple process must 
go through the channels of Norfolk 
Southern Engineering for approval, 
and other departments for approval 
before installation.” 


Continued problems lead

In the past 14 days you have had any 
symptoms of COVID-19 (or) in the 
past 14 days you had a positive diag- 
nostic test (for example, nasal swab 
test) for COVID-19 but you never de- 
veloped symptoms. If you think you 
should not donate based on the infor- 
mation above, you may leave at this 
time,” read the sign. 


Chris Hann, head of the Outreach 
Committee for Urbana Yoke Parish, 
who sat across the street said things 
were running smoothly despite the 
pandemic. 

“Everything is appointment only to- 

ay. There’s no walk-ins,” said Hann. 

According to Rodney J. Wilson, 
Red Cross external communications 
manager, the next blood drive in Wa- 
bash County has been set for the Tri 
Kappa Fun Lunch from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. Friday at 1100 N. Cass St. 

Hann said the Red Cross set a goal 
for their most recent event at 36 units 
of blood. Hann said only two people 
had canceled, leaving them very close 
to their goal, despite the challenges. 

“We’re real happy. It’s working out 
very well,” said Hann. “They’ve done 
every precaution, so people don’t fear 
going to give blood because they’ve 
got it taken care of. And there is a 
need.” 

Hann said the Red Cross was lim- 
iting how many people were in the 


building.

day. Another 225 probable 
deaths have been reported 
based on clinical diagnoses in 
patients for whom no positive 
test is on record. Deaths are 
reported based on when data 
are received by the state and 
occurred over multiple days. 

To date, 1,315,440 unique 
individuals have been test- 
ed in Indiana, up from 
1,308,645 on Monday. A to- 
tal of 1,898,563 tests, includ- 
ing repeat tests for unique in- 
dividuals, have been reported 
to the state Department of 
Health since Feb. 26.

Wilson said the American 
Red Cross needs people of all 
races and ethnicities to give 
blood to help ensure a blood 
supply as diverse as the pa- 
tients who depend on it. 

“For a small percentage 
of the population, finding 
someone else with the same 
blood type can be difficult. 
While the vast majority of 
people have types A, B, O 
or AB blood, some blood 
types are unique to certain 
racial and ethnic groups, so 
a diverse blood supply is im- 
portant to meeting the medi- 
cal needs of a diverse patient 
population. Patients who 
require frequent blood trans- 
fusions as part of their treat- 
ment, like those with sickle 
cell disease or other lifelong 
blood disorders, often need 
close blood type matches 
to prevent complications 
from their transfusion thera- 
py,’ said Wilson. “All blood 
types are needed to ensure 
that the right blood product 
is available at the right time 
for all patients.” 

Wilson said the Red Cross 
is testing blood, platelet 
and plasma donations for 
COVID-19 antibodies. 

“The test may indicate if 
the donor’s immune system 
has produced antibodies to 
this coronavirus, regardless 
of whether they developed 
symptoms. Donors can ex- 
pect to receive the results 
of their antibody test within 
seven to 10 days through the 
Red Cross Blood Donor App 
or the online donor portal. 
The Red Cross is not testing 
donors to diagnose illness, 
referred to as a diagnostic 
test. To protect the health and 
safety of Red Cross staff and 
donors, it is important that 
individuals who do not feel 
well or believe they may be 
ill with COVID-19 postpone 
donation.”

operation in North America. 

Benson said the organiza- 
tion’s mission was to reduce 
preventable deaths and inju- 
ries on rail lines. 

“The goal of Operation 
Clear Track and Rail Safety 
Week is to raise awareness 
of the importance of safe 
behavior near tracks and 
trains,” said Benson. “With 
a railway, running through 
the city of Wabash it is a 
great reminder of the dan- 
gers of being around trains 
and tracks.” 

Benson said over 2,100 
people are seriously injured 


or killed each year in these 
sorts of accidents. 

“Our goal is to reduce the 
number of railway crossing 
and trespassing incidents 
not only in Wabash but na- 
tionwide,” said Benson. 

On Tuesday, Jessica Feder, 
executive director of Indiana 
Operation Lifesaver, an- 
nounced Gov. Eric Holcomb 
had declared it to be Rail 
Safety Week in Indiana. 

“Our goal is to increase 
rail safety awareness by 
working collaboratively 
with virtual events due to 
COVID-19 and socially dis- 
tanced in-person events,” 
said Feder. 

Feder said every three 
hours a vehicle or person is 


hit by a train in the United 
States. 

Feder said most of the 
collisions in Indiana have 
occurred at crossings with 
active warning devices. 

In 2019, Indiana experi- 
enced 120 railroad crossing 
collisions resulting in 44 
people injured and 11 fa- 
talities. Indiana is currently 
ranked fourth nationally for 
railroad crossing collisions. 
Indiana had nine “trespass- 
er” deaths last year, as well 
as eight injuries.

Tropical storm Beta stalls over Texas coast

HOUSTON — Beta weak- 
ened to a tropical depression 
Tuesday as it parked itself 
over the Texas coast, raising 
concerns of extensive flood- 
ing in Houston and areas far- 
ther inland. 

Beta made landfall late 
Monday as a tropical storm 
just north of Port O’Connor, 
Texas, and has the distinc- 
tion of being the first time 
a storm named for a Greek 
letter made landfall in the 
continental United States. 
Forecasters ran out of tradi- 
tional storm names last week, 
forcing the use of the Greek 
alphabet for only the second 
time since the 1950s. 

By mid-morning Tuesday, 
Beta was 15 miles east-north- 
east of Victoria, Texas, with 
maximum sustained winds 
of 35 mph, the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center said. The 
storm was moving toward 
the northeast at 2 mph and is 
expected to stall inland over 
Texas through Wednesday. 

The National Weather Ser- 
vice said areas south and east 


of Houston had already seen 
10 inches or more of rain by 
midday Tuesday because of 
Beta. 

Street flooding was re- 
ported in parts of Houston, 
but there were no reports 
of buildings being flooded, 
Mayor Sylvester Turner said 
late Tuesday morning. Turner 
urged residents to stay home 
and, if they couldn’t, to not 
drive around the 70-some 
barricades placed throughout 
the city. 

“Its going to be moving 
very slowly heading east and 
until it clears and gets on the 
east side of Houston, we’re 
going to have to deal with 
these rain bands,’ Turner 
said. 

Beta was the ninth named 
storm that made landfall 
in the continental U.S. this 
year. That tied a record set in 
1916, according to Colorado 
State University hurricane re- 
searcher Phil Klotzbach. 

Beta was expected to even- 
tually move over Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Mississippi lat- 
er in the week, bringing the 
risk of flash flooding. 

Forecasters warned of 


heavy rainfall Tuesday on 
the middle and upper Texas 
coast, which will cause sig- 
nificant flash flooding. Six to 
12 inches of rain was expect- 
ed, with some isolated areas 
of up to 20 inches, forecasters 
said. 

However, forecasters and 
officials reassured residents 
Beta was not expected to be 
another Hurricane Harvey 
or Tropical Storm Imelda. 
Harvey in 2017 dumped 
more than 50 inches of rain 
on Houston, causing $125 
billion in damage in Texas. 
Imelda, which hit south Tex- 
as last year, was one of the 
wettest cyclones on record. 

Gov. Greg Abbott issued 
a disaster declaration for 29 
Texas counties on Monday, 
ahead of Beta’s arrival. 

Beta is forecast to dump 
heavy rain on the southwest- 
ern corner of Louisiana three 
weeks after the same area got 
pounded by Hurricane Laura. 
The rainfall and storm surge 
prompted Louisiana Gov. 
John Bel Edwards to declare 
a state of emergency. 

In Lake Charles, Mayor Nic 
Hunter worried about Beta’s 


rainfall could set back efforts 
in his Louisiana community 
to recover after Laura, which 
damaged about 95 percent of 
the city’s 30,000 structures. 
Hunter said the worry of an- 
other storm was “an emotion- 
al and mental toll for a lot of 
our citizens.” 

Parts of the Alabama coast 
and Florida Panhandle were 
still reeling from Hurricane 
Sally, which roared ashore 
Wednesday, causing at least 
two deaths. 

Meanwhile, Hurricane Ted- 
dy continued its path toward 
Canada, with a predicted 
landfall in Nova Scotia ear- 
ly Wednesday before mov- 
ing into Newfoundland on 
Wednesday night, forecasters 
said. The large and powerful 
storm was causing danger- 
ous rip currents along the 
U.S. East Coast, and tropical 
storm conditions were ex- 
pected to begin in Nova Sco- 
tia by Tuesday afternoon, the 
hurricane center said. 

Teddy was about 345 miles 
south of Halifax, Nova Sco- 
tia, on Tuesday morning 
with maximum sustained 
winds of 105 mph.

Senate GOP lines up 
with Trump to fill 
court seat quickly

WASHINGTON — Sen- 
ate Republicans have swift- 
ly fallen in line behind Pres- 
ident Donald Trump’s rush 
to fill the late Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg’s Supreme 
Court seat, all but ensuring 
a divisive confirmation vote 
despite Democrats’ objec- 
tions it’s too close to the 
Nov. 3 election. 

Trump, who will an- 
nounce his nominee Satur- 
day, says he’s confident his 
choice will be confirmed. 

“I guess we have all the 
votes we’re going to need,” 
Trump told WJBX FOX 2 
in Detroit on Tuesday, “I 
think it’s going to happen.” 

Trump and conservatives 
are insisting on a vote be- 
fore Election Day, and Re- 
publicans control the Sen- 
ate, 53-47, with a simple 
majority needed for confir- 
mation. The one remaining 
possible Republican hold- 
out, Mitt Romney of Utah, 
said Tuesday he supports 
taking a vote. 

Still, with early voting for 
president already underway 
in several states, all sides 
are girding for a wrenching 
Senate battle sure to further 
split a torn nation. 

Trump and Senate Major- 
ity Leader Mitch McCon- 
nell have launched one of 
the quickest confirmation 
efforts in modern times. No 
court nominee in U.S. his- 
tory has been considered so 
close to a presidential elec- 
tion. And it all comes as the 
nation is marking the grave 
milestone of 200,000 deaths 
from the pandemic. 

During a private lunch 
meeting Tuesday at Senate 


GOP campaign headquar- 
ters, several Republican 
senators spoke up in favor 
of voting before the elec- 
tion. None advocated a de- 
lay. 

McConnell made no 
scheduling announcements 
but said once Trump an- 
nounces his choice, the 
Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee will outline a plan. “We 
all anticipate it’s going to be 
an extremely well-qualified 
woman,” McConnell said. 

Democrats, led by presi- 
dential nominee Joe Biden, 
vow a tough fight but need 
four GOP defections to 
block consideration. So far, 
two Republicans have said 
they oppose taking up a 
nomination at this time, but 
no others are in sight. Under 
Senate rules, Vice President 
Mike Pence can break a tie 
vote. 

As tributes poured in for 
Ginsburg with vigils and 
flowers at the court’s steps, 
the Senate Democratic lead- 
er, Chuck Schumer, said 
that “we should honor her 
dying wish,” which was that 
her seat not be filled until 
the man who wins the pres- 
idential lection is installed, 
in January. But that seemed 
no longer an option. 

Confirmation hearings 
could start in early October. 
Senate Judiciary Chairman 
Lindsey Graham, who faces 
his own tough re-election 
in South Carolina, said he’s 
confident his panel has time 
to consider Trump’s pick 
and send it to full Senate 
“before Election Day.” 

Trump met with conserva- 
tive Judge Amy Coney Bar- 
rett at the White House on 
Monday and told reporters 
he would interview other 
candidates and might meet 
with Judge Barbara Lagoa.

A Wabash County matchup 
saw two explosive offenses 
put on a show Friday eve- 
ning as Manchester traveled 
to Northfield.

Ginsburg was an exemplary 


Te loss of Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
is a double blow. It will be felt 
as a personal loss by millions of 
Americans, and it will stress Amer- 
ica’s politics at a moment when its 
fabric is already threatening to come 
apart. Consider this a measure of the 
country’s current plight: What could 
be sadder than to fear that the death 
of a selfless and extraordinary public 
servant is more likely in the coming 
weeks to divide the nation than unite 
it? 

Justice Ginsburg taught many 
lessons over the course of her career 
in the law. One of the most important 
will be easy to overlook, even though 
it offers a corrective for the country’s 
current debility. She exemplified 
the power of calm intellectual force, 
patiently applied — and proved that 
deeply felt disagreement was compati- 
ble with discourse and collegiality. 

Building on the work of others (as 
she always insisted), she transformed 
the country’s legal order even before 


taking her place on the highest court, 
dismantling piece by piece a system 
of legally supported discrimination 
against women. Her method was 
ingenious. She fought cases that high- 
lighted the absurdity of the prevailing 
rules in ways that forced men, hitherto 
complacent in the face of unacknowl- 
edged injustice, to see what they were 
accustomed to ignore. 

In 1975, for instance, she success- 
fully challenged a Social Security rule 
that saw women as secondary earners 
and denied husbands survivor benefits 
on the death of their wives. In this as 
in other cases, she represented the 
male victim of discrimination directed 
against women. Over the course of 
years, through successful advocacy 
and deliberate selection of cases, this 
strategy built a new understanding of 
what the law owed women: in a word, 
equality. 

Once a member of the highest court, 
Ginsburg often found herself in the lib- 
eral minority, which she in due course 


came to lead. In this role, her dissents 
became unusually potent — not just 

for the simple language and straight- 
forward reasoning she preferred, but 
because by design they moved the 
climate of opinion on the court, in 
Congress and among the public at 
large. She was among the minority 

in one noteworthy case, decided 5-4, 
where the court rejected a claim of 
discrimination in pay because the 
plaintiff had taken more than 180 days 
to file her claim. In her dissent, Gins- 
burg said this interpretation of the law 
made no sense and called on Congress 
to sort the matter out. Not long after, 
Congress did as she had asked. 

Justice Ginsburg was a liberal, to be 
sure, but not a stereotypical one. She 
often favored judicial restraint — and 
had reservations about Roe v. Wade, 
for instance, despite believing ardently 
in a woman’s right to choose. She 
feared that it had got too far ahead of 
public opinion, and might foreclose 
a debate that needed to take place. In 
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justice 

this sense, she recognized the limits of 
judge-made law. She could disagree 
with the conservative judges without 
falling out. She was a pragmatic liberal 
incrementalist, not a revolutionary 
—and she demonstrated just how 
powerful that approach could be. 

She would have been the first to 
admit that her timing, at the end, fell 
short of her high standards. Her empty 
seat is almost certain to mean a bitter 
fight over who succeeds her, start- 
ing weeks before a crucial election. 
There’s every prospect that this battle 
will worsen the country’s crippling 
divisions, and further undermine the 
court’s standing as an institution that 
holds itself apart from prevailing parti- 
san dysfunction. That is a prospect she 
would have deplored. All who wish to 
honor her memory, Republicans and 
Democrats alike, should keep this in 
mind — and strive, against the odds, to 
put the integrity of the institution first.

Hypocrisy and 
constitutional etiquette 


SE: Lindsey Graham, the South Carolina 
contortionist, illustrates the perils of attempt- 
ed cleverness by people with negligible aptitude 
for it. He says that the principle he enunciated in 
2016 and reaffirmed in 2018 — that he would not 
support confirming a Supreme Court nominee 
in the last year of President Donald Trump’s 
term — has expired. One reason he gives is — re- 
ally — that Democrats in 2013 ended filibusters 
for circuit-court nominees. 

The pandemic of national 
cynicism that the likes of Gra- 
ham exacerbate is engulfing the 
Supreme Court, an institution 
whose functioning will be espe- 
cially damaged by it. Immediate- 
ly after Justice Antonin Scalia’s 
death in February 2016, Senate 
Republicans concocted a prin- 
ciple in order to give a patina of 
high-mindedness to something 
they were determined to do anyway. Now, for 
the same purpose, they have concocted a codicil 
that essentially nullifies the principle. 

In 2016, slathering on populist rhetoric (about 
“the American people” having a “voice’’), they 
proclaimed that no Supreme Court nominee 
should be confirmed in a presidential election 
year. Now they assert, without pretending to 
have an argument: Oh, never mind, because 
unlike in 2016, the Senate majority and the 
president are of the same party. 

Many conservatives, lacking the conservative 
virtue of prudence, belabor the obvious with 
a sense of intellectual achievement: They say 
Barack Obama had the power to nominate Mer- 
rick Garland to replace Scalia, and the Senate 
had the power to deny him an up-or-down vote, 
so nothing more need be said. 

Indeed, nothing more — if there is nothing 
more to constitutional etiquette than this cold 
logic of formal powers. The logic is as clear 
as it is obtuse when offered as a sufficient 
justification for not voting on an accomplished 
moderate jurist nominated 237 days before the 
2016 election. But the nation’s often ferocious 
political competition, although framed by the 
Constitution, should be lubricated by prudence, 
whereby ferocity is tempered by a statesmanlike 
refusal to exercise every power the Constitution 
grants. 

Sixteen Republicans who were in the Senate 
in 2016 and who are seeking reelection this 
year said (Susan Collins did not say this) that 
refusing to confirm a new justice during a pres- 
idential election year was high statesmanship. 
How many will have the effrontery to vote for

someone nominated while presidential voting 
is underway, or after the election even if the 
nominator loses? 

Republican senators correctly say that Senate 
Democrats, given a comparable opportunity, 
would behave with identical loutishness. Most 
Republicans argue, like kindergartners, that this 
justifies their behavior. But if just four non-plas- 
tic Republican senators do notignore their 
caucus’s pretended 2016 principle, the com- 
ing nominee cannot be confirmed before the 
election. And if Trump loses, perhaps even this 
amazingly malleable Republican caucus might 
not confirm his nominee before Joe Biden’s 
inauguration. So, whomever Trump nominates 
might be about to have a tortuous Merrick Gar- 
land experience of disappointment. 

Suppose, however — not altogether implau- 
sibly — that the Republican Senate caucus is 
incapable of embarrassment. Suppose Biden 
wins and Democrats have a net gain of at least 
three Senate seats. And suppose that either 
before the election, or before the new Senate is 
sworn in on Jan. 3, Republicans confirm a new 
justice. And suppose Senate Democrats, spurred 
by their party’s enraged base and enabled by 
their quick abolition of the filibuster, enlarge the 
Supreme Court by at least four members (two 
fewer than Franklin Roosevelt envisioned). 

This would erase the principal achievement 
— three Trump nominees — for which Sen- 
ate Republicans, during four years of canine 
obedience to the nominator, have rationalized 
shedding their dignity and shredding their 
reputations. This institutional vandalism by 
Democrats would be a grievous injury to the 
court, which has, so far, largely escaped being 
drenched by the Niagara of public contempt for 
the great institutions of national governance, not 
least Congress. Public confidence in the court’s 
disinterestedness is the source of its power to 
defend the Constitution from willful and impru- 
dent majorities, including Senate majorities. 

Confidence in the court is as perishable as 
the reputations of the senators of both parties 
who in the next few years might cause the court 
to be seen as just another scuffed and soiled 
plaything in the nation’s increasingly tawdry 
political game. If so, the Republicans among 
those senators will be able to see the monument 
to their careers when they look east from the 
Capitol’s Senate wing, across First Street NE, 
to the court’s glistening white building, where a 
liberal majority will be presiding on a length- 
ened bench for a long time.

Democrats: Get 
mad, and get even 


des: is amoment to get mad and to get even. The 
way to do that is to crush President Donald Trump 
and pulverize the Republican Party in the coming 
election. 

Trump has the power to name a replacement for 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, who died last week. He 
says he will nominate a woman, surely 
an archconservative just raring to kill 
the Affordable Care Act and reverse 
Roe v. Wade. The GOP-led Senate has 
the power to confirm her. And because 
it can, we should expect that it will. 

Doing so would be hypocritical, giv- 
en the way Republican senators held 
up Merrick Garland’s Supreme Court 
nomination, cynical and corrosive to 
the very idea of democracy. But so 
what? We’re talking about Trump, 
who desperately wants voters to focus on something 
other than the nearly 200,000 people who have died of 
COVID-19 on his watch. We’re talking about Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., who could 
not care less what mere citizens might think. And 
we're talking about the Senate Republicans, who 
reliably roll over and give Trump and McConnell 
whatever they want. 

No one can stop them if they decide to go through 
with this putsch-like power play. But Democrats can 
make them pay by taking their power away. All of it. 

If you’re angry about how the GOP is tilting the 
Supreme Court, the first thing to focus on is booting 
Trump out of the White House and into well-deserved 
obscurity. 

Four years ago, too many Democrats — especially 
young people and African Americans — stayed home 
on Election Day. Just 80,000 more Democratic votes 
spread across Wisconsin, Michigan and Pennsylvania 
would have given Hillary Clinton, not Trump, the 
power to nominate three Supreme Court justices, 
shaping the high court’s ideological makeup for 
decades to come. 

I don’t know who those Clinton- appointed justices 
would have been, but I know they wouldn’t be Neil 
Gorsuch, Brett Kavanaugh and whoever Trump picks 
later this week. The Supreme Court has to be made 
a turnout-driving issue for Democrats, the way it has 
long been for Republicans. 

That doesn’t mean, however, letting the battle over 
replacing Ginsburg become the central issue in the 
campaign. Joe Biden needs to continue hammer- 
ing away at Trump’s weaknesses: his abysmal and 
tragically dishonest performance on the COVID-19 
pandemic; the economic devastation that resulted 
from his failure to contain the virus the way leaders of 
other rich countries did; and his decision to respond 
to the movement against systemic racism by champi- 
oning Confederate monuments and channeling bitter 
White grievance. 

Trump knows he is losing and wants to change the 
subject. Don’t let him. 

The other vital task for Democrats is taking control 
of the Senate. In some of these races — unlike in the 
presidential contest — the Republicans’ approach to 
the Supreme Court should be a more central focus. 

“I want you to use my words against me,” Senate 
Judiciary Committee Chairman Lindsey Graham, 
R-S.C., said in 2016, as Republicans were denying 
even the courtesy of a hearing to Garland, former 
president Barack Obama’s high court nominee. “If 
there’s a Republican president in 2016 and a vacancy 
occurs in the last year of the first term, you can say 
Lindsey Graham said let’s let the next president, who- 
ever it might be, make that nomination.” 

Now Graham vows to fast-track Trump’s court pick. 
His Democratic challenger, Jaime Harrison — with 
whom he is statistically tied, according to polls — has 
already begun hammering Graham as a man whose 
word cannot be trusted. 

GOP Sens. Susan Collins of Maine, Martha McSally 
of Arizona and Thom Tillis of North Carolina trail 
their Democratic opponents; while Cory Gardner 
of Colorado, Joni Ernst of Iowa, Steve Daines of 
Montana and Graham are also in serious trouble. If 
Democrats win any four of those seats, then even if 
Democrat Doug Jones gets ousted in deep-red Ala- 
bama, McConnell’s majority is gone. 

If he stays true to form, McConnell will plow forward 
and try to fill Ginsburg’s seat before the election. But 
if he decides that doing so would threaten his control 
of the chamber — or if enough endangered or moderate 
Republicans balk — he could decide to delay the deed. 

He could still do it in the lame-duck session, even if 
Trump and the Republicans are given the kind of land- 
slide whipping they deserve. But we, the people, will 
have spoken with a roar. And, come January, Democrats 
will have the power to do a lot more than nurse their 
anger.
